THE NIAGARA FALLS TRAGEDY. 


Singular Proceedings at the. Coroner's In- 

quest—An Evident Desire to Cover Up Im- 

portant Evidence. 
BurrFao, N. Y., Apvil 14. 

The Coroner is acting very singularly in 
the investigation of Van R_ Pearson’s 
mysterious death at Niagara Falls, 
and has manifested a strong disinclina- 
tion to summon witnesses asked for by 
the jurors. Policeman Burns was re- 
called and testified that there was-a 
freshly folded white paper in Vedder’s 
vest pocket, the vest and other garments 
having been returned to the family. The 
jurors are anxious to know more about 
the piece of paper. Other jurors wanted 
the clothes, and Juror Hamlin said: ‘It 
won’t be much use, for any tell-tale evi- 
dence has been destroyed. There’s a 
mystery somewhere.”’ 

The Coroner abruptly said: ‘That 
closes the case.’? The jurors all object- 
ed, and Mr. Murphy said that something 
was being covered up. 

“What more can you find out?” asked 
the Coroner. 

‘Somebody has overhauled and tam- 
pered with the clothes,’? said a juror, 
‘and I’m satisfied there’s something 
wrong. A man was murdered on Luna 
Island, and the jury inust find out about 
it. We have not got a material fact

THE POCAHONTAS MINE. 


Removing the Bodies of the Victims of the 
Recent Explosion—Fifty-five Taken Out 
and Many More in Sight. 


POCAHONTAS, VA., April 14. 

Fifty-five bodies had been removed up to 
last night. Twenty-six of this number 
were brought out yesterday. As was the 
case with the others all were terribly 
mutilated. Sixteen were identified as 
follows; Emil Goodman, G. N. Mills, M. 
Jewell, B. Andrews, Frank Solks, . Peter. 
Huggindorf, W. Cummerford, Andre 
Futo, all white men; John Little, Race 
Burrows, Silas Bacon, Benjamin Henley, 
James Campbell, Creed Burkes and J. 
Wyatte, colored men. . ‘ 

About five o’clock yesterday” morning 
twenty-eight bodies were found in the 
fan entry. These will be taken out to- 
day. An experienced miner, who was at 
work in the mine on the day of the ex- 
plosion, explains their being found to- 
gether by the fact that on the night of the 
explosion, the airin the mine became so 
foul that the men at work becaine op- 
pressed by it and stopped in order to go 
out and get some fresh air. When the 
miners reached the fan entry 
the air current from the fan was strong 
and they laid down and intended to rest 
fora while. He did not remain in the 
mine, but went out and a few minutes 
thereafter the explosion occurred. 

This vein of coal, which is higher than 
the surrounding coal fields, has evidently 
been thrown up by some upheaval, and 
the opinion of Captain Welch, a skillful 
mine engineer, is that when this took 
place a large cavity was formed, which, 
having become full of gas and having 
been blasted into, produced the terrific 
explosion which cost so many lives. If 
this theory be correct, there may be no 
more fears of explosions, asthe gas most 
probably found full vent. 
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WINKLEBACK’S CRIME. 


Burial of the Victlms—The Accused Inter- 
viewed—Not Unwilling to @ast Suspicion 
on Emma Fleetwood, 

MATTOON, Itu., April 14. 

Saturday at Ashmore the bodies of the 
murdered Fleetwoods were placed side 
by side in the same grave. A large 
crowd attended the funeral, but 
there were no demonstrations. The 
people now talk more moderately 
about the deed, and seem to be dis- 
posed to let the law take its course. 

THE ACCUSED. 

A reporter called at the Charleston jail 
and was admitted to the cell containing 
Wiukleback. the alleged murderer. He 
had been removed clandestinely from 
Mattoon to Charleston, many of the peo- 
ple of the latter place not knowing of his 
presence. When found by your reporter 
he wore a haggard look, showing plainly 
that the thoughts of the crime and the 
subsequent exciting flights with the Sher- 
riff had preyed upon his mind. When 
talking about the matter tears came to his 
eyes, showing the first signs of emotion 
since his arrest. He still fears an attack 
from the mob, and no assurance that 
there is no danger can quiet him. 

‘“‘Do you believe Emma Fleetwood is in 
any way connected with the crime?’’ was 
asked. 

He hesitated, as if not knowing what 
reply to make, and finally said, ‘“‘I don’t 
know” in such a manner as to leave the 
impression that he knew, but would not 
tell. 

‘Could she do the deed?’’ was next 
asked. : 

‘She could do anything,” he replied. 
‘I have seen her have some big quarrels 
with her father.” 

No statement of a confession could be 
got from him. Any question implying his 
guilt would not beanswered. He had no 
lawyer, but is shrewd enough to keep his 
plans to himself. There is a growing 
feeling among those who know about the 
matter that there is a possibility that 
Winkleback is not the only guilty one, but 
no one suspects the daughter Emma, wo- 
less their suspicions are based upon words 
spoken by Winkleback, There-will be no 
lyaching.

Their Represertatiyes in Conveniion. 


As the best report obtainable of the pro~ 
ceedings of the Republican Siate Conven- 
tion which met in Mon‘gomery Tuesday, 
April 15th, we adapt the following to the 
Gazette from the Montgomery Advertiser: 

At 12 m. Geo. Turner, Chairman Exeeu- 
tive Committee, took the stand and con~ 
gratulated the convention on the encourag- 
ing prospects of success in 1884. Our friends 
throughout the Union are harmozions, 
while our opponen:s are d.stsacted and 
divided; and some of their most sagacious 
leaders already confess their defeat in ad- 
vance. One reason of thie is their inability 
to urite on a tariffplatform of principles. 
He paid a tribute to those in favor of pro- 
tection. Whatever declaration Democrats 
may make en this subject, defeat certainly 
awaits them next November. One of these 
elements proposes to compass their object 
by straddling; and one of the distinguished 
gentleman who belorgs to this class is the 
editor of the Montgomery Advertiser. (Ap- 
plause). 

The position of the Republican party on 
this question of the tariff is too well known 
to need repetition, It has always been in 
favors of fostering and encouraging manu- 
facturing indastries and the interest of the 
Jaboring mgn. But the Republican party 
would win had the question of the tariff 
never been mooted, ‘he people are not 
yee peepated to disniss the Republican 
party, and are as favorable to it, as they 
detest the Democratic party.

Mr. Geo H Patrick was informed that 
the committee on credentials would not be 
able to complete their report until 7 o'clock 
this evening probably. He, therefore, 
moved that the convention take a recess 
until 8 o’clock, p. m. 

Judge Luther R Smith seconded t! e mo- 
tion, which was adopted, and the conven- 
tion adjourned until 8 o’clock p m. 





NIGHT SESSION. 


Tne convention met at 8 pm. The chair 
announced that the committee on creden- 
tials would report in half an hour ard 
asked delegaces to remain in the hall. 
Loud calle were made for C. C. Sheets, 


‘| Dr J H Henry, DeLemos and others. Sheets 


made a congratulatory speech, predicting 
success for the Republican party. 

Dr Henry, of Montgomery, expressed 
great pride in the Republican party avd 
defied the Democrats to show any Demon» 
craic administration equal in economy to 
that of Lincoln, Grant, or Hayes. He ar- 
raigned the Demecracy generally. In clos- 
ing he said he had stood by the colored 
people through thick and thin, and he 
would say to them that if they wanted to 
drive euch white men as he out of the par- 
ty, they could do it. If they believed they 
could run the ship of the State without the 
aid of white Republicans, they could try 
the experiment. He didn’t want any office 
and never expected toaskfor one. He 
would advise the sending to Chicago of 
such men as Turner, Buckley, Rice, War-~ 
ner and Saffold. 

General Warner spoke ofthe efforts of 
the Republican party to give the negro the 
right to vote, and said the Democrats in 
the present constitution embodied what the 
Republicans had been abusedtor. He 
spoke of slavery, l.bor, manufacturing, 
tariff and other public questions, but our 
space forbids reporting it. 


REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON CREDENTIALS. 


Mr. Heyman here entered the hall and 
read the report of the committee on creden 
tials. The report seated the Allen Alexan- 
der or Custom House delegation from Mo- 
bile. The Dallas delegation was divided 
half and half, while the entire Strobach 
delegation from Montgomery was accorded 
the right to seats. These were the princ:- 
pal points of contest. 

Mr. Heyman, after concluding, recom~ 
mended the adoption of the report. 


Mr Geo W Parson moved to adopt it with 
the amendment that that part of the report 
as to the counties with no contesting dele- 
gations be adopted, but those counties with 
contesting delegations be referred to the 
convention, and that the representative 
men of these delegations be allowed the 
opportunity of presenting their respective 
claims.

He would not 
andertake to say which, It was a shameful 
compromise to admit 32 men to seats from 
Dallas county when only 16 are entitled to 
them ! 

Mr. Parsons spoke at considerable length 
and very earnestly in support of his amend- 
ment. 

Blevins, (colored) of Dallas, next follow-~ 
edand advocated the amendment offered 
by Mr. Parsons, and proceeded to givea 
review of the history of the contending 
delegations from Dallas. One of those 
delegations were picked up en the streets 
of Selma and represent nobody but them- 
selves, 

A delegate: I make the point of order 
that the delegate from Dallas cannot go in- 
to the history of the Dallas contest. 
Blevins was oyerruled and took his seat. 
Mr Lewis E Parsons Jr., arose to offer. an 
amendment to that offered by the gentle- 
man from Talladega.

Judge Andrew Mansette. one of the 
best known juristsin Arkanaas, after 
an adjournment of the Historical So- 
ciety, the other ni related the fol- 
lowing story to a s of friends who 
lingered in the mber of odd, old 
manuscripts:

Iknew that iif I ran 
away and ever told my vi pean 
pe ple would Jaugh at me, and though 
by his tme I was somewhat frightened, 
yet Iwas determined to wait awhile 
longe: and be fully convinced. It was 
some time before there was, another 
flash, but I stood, gazing intently. The 
church was again fit wth a dazzling 
giare, and the woman was in a few feet 
f.om where I stood, just in the act of 
throwing her arms around me. My 
horse snorted and pulled me from the 
doorway, There was no longer any 
mistake, and, though this ma, have 
been a fancy, my hair pushed my hat 
off. Anyway, the hat fell. and tov 
‘terrified to regain it, I sprang 
upon my __ horse and dashed 
away. letting the animal out, as 
the saying is, How I da hed over logs 
and among trees without being killed 1s 
a wonder. tut reaching the road the 
horse seemed to fiy.

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Danger in Barbed Wire. 





In recent discussions. both at the East 
and in the Western State<, on the use 
of barbed wire for farm barriers, much 
was said by some of the speakers on the 
danger to domestic animals, and espec- 
ialiy to young borses, with which the 
use of this wire is attended, and ca-es 
were descr:bed where horses were badly 
lacera ed and bled to death. Yet, not- 
withs anding these formidabte draw- 
backs, so great is the saving in expense, 
and so efficent and durable are fences 
made of barbed wire, that they can not 
be prohibited, and farmers would not 
submit to any attempt to suppress their 
use. 

The question, therefore, comes up: 
Is there any way to remove the ob‘ec- 
tion, and to prevent the harm which 
barb d wire causes? We answer decid- 
edly inthe aflirmative, and are ‘sur- 
prised at the slow progress which a 
knowledge of the modes of prevention 
hes made. We have used the wire for 
years, and never found the least diffi- 
culty or danger. There are several 
modes. For smooth, nearly level fields, 
plow a deep furrow on each side of the 
wire fence, or rather plow seve-al fur- 
rows, so as to make one broad and deep 
one on either side, throw.ng as mich 
earth with the plow as practicable to- 
wards the l‘ne of posts, and fin‘shing 
the work by cleaning out by hand the 
ditch s thus made. This work is per- 
formed at comparativ: i little cost, 
and has the three advantages of 
draining the line, banking against the 
posts so that they need not set so 
deep, and making a vis:b'e barrier which 
will induce horses to check their speed 
and stop before they reach the fence. 
‘They will not pitch heedlessly into a 
ditch and against a bank. ‘Ihey are 
always brought up before they reach 
the line. Another ad: antage is that the 
ditch and bank combined are as good 
as two bottom boards, and a smaller 
number of wires are needed to com- 
plete the fence above. 

Another mode, where there are plent 
of scattered or cobble stone over the ad- 
jacent fields, is to make with them alow 
flat wall, say about two feet high: set 
the posts in the line of this wail, and 
attach fhe barbel wire to them. The 
wall becomes a visible barrier, and will 
repel the approach of the animals, for 
they have a special dislike to step on a 
mass of small stones. 

A third mode is to place two or three 
wires ins:de of a hedge, the branches 
and stems of which will hold the wires 
in place as the hedge increases in 
growth. <A poor, thin hedge, of small 
growers, is thus made into an efficient 
barrier, and the hedge is sufficiently 
visible. Strong growing hedge plants 
are not wanted for this purpose, for it 
would require too much labor to keep 
them cut into proper shape. There are 
other modes for removing the danger, 
but some of the preceding may be em- 
ployed in nearly a!1 cases, and the fences 
will be comparatively cheap in con- 
struction.—Coun'ry Gentleman.
